TRANSPORTATION FUNDING

Alaska receives extensive federal funding for
transportation. The FY 2005 capital budget includes

The largest funding source for the $1.4 billion General Funds - $23.8 million
FY 2005 capital proposal is $1.3 billion in federal General Fund Match - $16.2 million AHFC - $44.0 million
Other Funds - $52.2 million ASLC - $53.0 million

funds. General funds are $40 million, of which $16.2
million is the match requirement for securing federal
funds. Other major fund sources are listed in the
chart to the right.
